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POLICE TRIAL BOARD DEAD 


CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION ABOL- 
ISHESITBY RESOLUTION. 


Hereafter Mr. Ela and Mr. Powell, with 
Inapector Shea, Will Conduct Trials 
of Accused Officers and Men on the 
Ferce—Chief O'Neill Glad of It, for 
He Declares Prejudice Hard to Avoid 
Expected That Fewer Appeals Will 
Be Taken Hereafter. 


The old Police Trial board was abolished 
by the Civil Service commission yesterday. 
In its place a board compoosed of two Civil 
Service Commissioners and one Police In- 
spector will hear and determine charges 
against members of the police forée. 

The men selected for this work to act until 
further orders are Commissioners Ela and 
Powell and Inspector John Shea. The sery- 
ices of Chief O'Neill and Inspectors Hart- 
nett, Heidelmeler, Hunt, and Kalas here- 
after will be dispensed with. 

The reason given the-change was that 
it will expedite business; that in the past all 
cases of any account had been appealed 
from the Trial board to the Civil Service 
commission, and the result is two trials, when 
now one only will suffice. The fact remains, 
however, that the order is in line with the 
recommendation of the last grand jury, 
which spoke in its final report as follows: 

“Evidence has shown that Trial boards 
are not adequate tribunals for investigation 
of malfeasance in office, it having been dis- 
closed by witnesses that they have been 
coached for their examination and justice 
defeated in these trials.” 

O'Neill Pleased at the Change. 

The me idea was suggested by Superin- 
tendent O'Neill last evening after the order 
was issued, when he said: 

„ Personally I am extremely glad of it, and 
think it will result in more just verdicts 
than it was possible for the Trial board as 
formerly constituted to render. 

„It is a difficult thing for a police officer 
to be entirely unbiased in deciding charges 
against other police officers. There are not 
only likes and dislikes, but all sorts of pres- 
sure is brought to bear on the men who are 
to act as judges, and it would be strange 
if it did not at times have its effect.“ H

The organization will be effected next week, 
and the affairs of the club will be under the 
direction of an administrative board com- 
posed of the heads of the four women’s 
dormitories, Green, Foster, Kelly, and Beech- 
er Halis, with one young woman from each 
department of the university, the President 


and Secretary of the Young Women’s Chris- | 


tian association, and the wives of five mem- 
bers of the faculty. | 

The scope of the work in every way will 
be patterned after the modern women’s clubs 
of the country, but the benefits in social 
training that club life may give will not be 
disregarded. The headquarters during the

The 
Professor gave warning, however, that un- 
less the athletic interests were kept ata high 
grade, there was danger the school would be- 
come essentially a woman's college. 
Professor Clark's statements were at vari-

was causing a sure decrease in the number of 
men students. The report added that at 
Northwestern, as at no other institution, the 
of the feminine interest was to 
feared. 

Professor Clark, however, said the propor- 
tion of women students was no greater at 
Northwestern than at Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota. He based this statement on 
the facts he learned when acting as chairman’ 
of the Athletic Board of Control at North- 
western University. 


Calls for Better Teams. 


But,“ continued the professor, it is pos- 
sible that in time we shall be threatened by 
the large influx of women students, and it 18 
well to guard against it Many men are in- 
fluenced in their choice by the athletic con- 
ditions which prevail at the universities.

report of the Committee on Local Trans- 
portation recommending the ordinance, he 
stated he was against it and wanted ut de- 
feated. His excuse for calling it was that 
Chairman Bennett of the committee was 
absent, 

Alderman Jackson explained the reason 
for Alderman Bennett's action was that it 
had been decided unanimously in committee 
that the ordinance should be allowed to go 
over, and he moved that consideration of it 
be deferred. Alderman Novak at once made 
a speech, advocating immediate action. He 
claimed the ordinance had been discussed 
thoroughly, that the Council was as ready 
to vote on it as at any future time, and that 
no delay should be tolerated. 


May Be Last of the Measure. 


Alderman Cullerton also objected to defer- 
ring the ordinance.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 28—{Special.)—

tured a gang of counterfelters who have 


Some idea of the importance of the arrest 
can be gained from the fact that 5,000 pen- 
nies a week have been ciroulated for the last 
five years. It is known that 1 per cent of 
the pennies in circulation in New York are 
counterfeit, and it is believed the same pro- 
portion in Chicago and other cities are bogus. 

For years the secret service men have beon

Lerner then appeared in Bos- 
ton and had a row with Weiner, who evi- 
dently wanted to get rid of Lerner, as the 
latter knew too much about him. Then 
Lerner appeared in New York, Bridgeport, 
N. Y., and Baltimore, where he again 
disappeared. He was discovered at New 
Harmony, Md., near Annapolis, arrested, and 
brought to Chief Wilkie’s office in Wash- 
ington, where he told what he knew.

Rayner Objects to Questions. . 
At this point Mr. Rayner, addressing him-

INSURANCE POLICY HELD GOOD. 


Supreme Court Rules Date of Delivery 
Is Time When It Goes Into 
Effect. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 28—The United 
States Supreme Court today decided the case 
of Fred A. McMasters, administrator of F. E. 
McMasters, formerly a resident of the State 
of Iowa, in favor of the plaintiff and against 
an insurance company. 

The case involved the question as to 
whether an insurance policy goes into effect 
on the date of the application for it or when 
the policy is delivered. In this intance the 
application was made on Dec. 12, 1898, and 
the policy was delivered on Dec. 26, 1893, 
when the premium was paid. Provision was 
made for grace of a month in the matter 
of the payment of the second premium. 

McMasters died Jan. 18, 1895, six days after 
the expiration of the month of grace, if it was 
to be computed from Dec. 12, or eight days 
before its expiration, computing it from 
Dec. 26, the anniversary of the delivery of 
the premium. 

The Supreme Court decided that the grace 
began one year after the delivery of the 
premium, thus holding the policy to be good.

‘Then, going into the legal aspects of the 
case, the Judge told how the application for. 
the writ of quo warranto had been asked for 
by the State’s Attorney from Judge Tuley, 
and that Judge had allowed it on the stipula- 
tion that the Gas company was to be given ani 
opportunity to defend. This order of Judge 
Tuley was on an ex parte hearing and the 
issue was joined by the application of the gas 
company for an order to strike out the origi- 
nal order. The State responded with a mo- 
tion to strike out the gas company's order 
and this came up for hearing on Oct. 2. 

It is conceded,” said the Judge that the 
gas company had a’‘right to be heardand also 
eonceded that respondent had no opportunity 
to be heard before the information was filed 
and the matter is to be heard here as though 
the application to file was now made for the 
first time.“ 


Judge States His Reasons. 
Then the Judge gave his reasons for the 
decision as follows: * 
It is contended for the people that the 
act of 1897 is unconstitutional and that the 


» respondent, therefore, has no right to exer- 


cise or use any of the rights, privileges, or 
franchises granted any of the nine other gas 
companies included in the consolidation. 
The questions in this case are: 

First, is the act of June 5, 1897 constitu- 
pe ey If it is then this proceeding must 
fall. 

Second, if said act is unconstitutional, is 
any public interest involved in the acts com- 
plained of? Will any injury be done to the 
people by reason of the usurpations charged? 
Is any public right or interest menaced by the 
acts of the respondent? 

“The Supreme Court of this State says: 


In ͤ all matters in which the public alone is 


concerned the law has-wisely placed the con- 
trol of legal proceedings in its officers se- 
‘jected for that purpose, and it is never admis- 
sible that these proceedings shall be allowed 
to be used as mere instruments for the grati- 
fication of private-malice or the attainment 
of personal and selfish ends.’ 

By the act of 1897 the respondent is not 
permitted to charge more than $1 a thousand 
for illuminating gas. Under the franchise 
granted to the other nine companies they are 
permitted to charge from $1.25 to $3.50 for 
the same kind of gas. 5 


Nine Companies, Not One. 

If this proceeding is sustained and re- 
sults in a judgment of ouster, it will not take 
away the life of the respondent, but will only 
prohibit it from exercising the functiéne 
and franchises of any of the other companies 
named, and the other nine companies may re- 
sume and use their former franchises with- 
in their respective districts. In all probabil- 
ity the same men who own and control the 
Peopie’s Gaslight and Coke company own 
and control all the other companies, so that 
a judgment of ouster here probably would 
not change the management of any of the 
said companies.

MILES HITS AT BUREAU RULE. 
General in His Annual Report Insists 
That Evils of Present System 

Be Abolished. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 28—Lieutenant 
General Miles, in his annual report, states 
his objections to the management of military 
affairs in the War department in the follow- 
ing language: 

While Congress has made ample provis- 
ion for the management of military affairs 
in the organization of the army, whereby the 
companies, regiments, brigades, divisions, 
and’ departments are made the units of ad- 


officials not only with executive authority 
but with judicial powers and résponsibility, 
yet the tendency has been to absorb and 
usurp the entire conduct of the military es- 
tablishment in the City of Washington, and 
especially in the staff departments. This 
has been found most injurious in other 


armies, and is one of the principal defects in 


our own system. 

„The evil has been increasing during the 
activities of the wars of the last three years 
to an extent that, in my judgment, requires 
serious consideration, and I recommend that 
decentralization be effected as far as possi- 
ble, and that all proper and lawful authority. 
be restored to subordinate commanders who 
are provided with an efficient organization 
and who can be safely intrusted with, re- 
sponsibility for the efficient and faithful ad 
ministration of military affairs commensu- 
rate with their important commands.“ 

The report gives the total strength of the 
army at the present time as 84,513, of which 
number 33.874 are in the United States, 43,259 
‘In the Philippines, 4,914 in Cuba, the re- 
mainder, in small detachments, being in 
Porto Rico, Hawaii, China, and Alaska. He 
says it is expected that the force in Cuba 
will be much reduced and hopes that the 
force in the Philippines also can be reduced. 

General Miles does not approve of the 
present organization of the artillery corps, 
saying that it establishes another bureau in 
Washington. He believes in the former 
regimental organization. 

Speaking of the army canteen, which Is 
abolished by the army reorganization law, he 
says that no injury has resulted, and in the 
main the law has been beneficial.

It is said enough business 
has been contracted for at the old rates 
to keep all the roads busy for at least a 

month. Until then little, or no grain will 8 
shipped at the advanced rates. By the time 
the old business is disposed of lake naviga- 
tion will be over, and it will not be so hard 
to maintain higher rates, unless business 
should become exceedingly dull. In that case

vented from cutting rates. 

The week's shipments of grain were the 
largest in four months and aggregated 1,840,- 
6000 busheis, $85,000 more than the previous 
week, and 551,000 more than last year. Fiour 
shipments amounted to 112,524 barrels, a gain 
of 20,541 barrels for the week, and of 50,801 

barrels over last year. Provision shipments 
were 28,002 tons, a decrease of 2,024 tons for 
the week, but an increase pe 9,757 tons over 
last year. 


| Grain Movement Is Light. 

Although the weather conditions | hardly 
could have been better the grain movement 
from the West was unusually light. The 
reason given is that the farmers were busy 
and were not satisfied with the market prices. 
As most of them do not need to seil much 
grain or live stock to meet current expenses, 
they were not disposed to rush their product 
to market. The,receipts of grain here were 
the smallest in Seven years, aggregating 4,- 
807,000 bushels, a decrease of 20,000 bushels 
from last year. The big losses as compared 
with previous years were 2,100,000 bushels 
in 1800, and 2,537,000 bushels in 1896. The 
gain over 1804 was 2,264,000 bushels. The 
Hour traffic was the heaviest in a number of 
years, being 201,342 barreis, or 68,000 barrels 
larger than last year.

‘SAYS MORGAN CAN END DISPUTE 
‘Many Unfavorable Rumors Regarding 


Northern Pacific Affairs Circulate, 
but Settlement Is Predicted. 


New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.]—There were 
all sorts of rumors put out today regarding 
Northern Pacific affairs, mostly unfavorable, 


but a banker closely allied with the inter- 


ests of the Harriman syndicate said: - 

“There is good prospect of a settlement 
of this Northern Pacific matter without fur- 
ther friction.

CITY DEATH RATE INCREASES. 


Weekly Bulletin of Health Department 
Shows Higher Mortality, Yet Figures 
_ Are Below Usual Statistics. 


According to the weekly buNetin ‘of the 
City Health department there were 442 deaths 
reported to the Health department during 
the week ended Oct. 26, 1901, an increase cf 
sixty-two as compared with the preceding 
week, and of thirty-six over the correspond- 
ing week of last year.

of population, is below the usual figures.

‘THE DECLINE IN OCEAN FREIGHTS. 

here has been a remerkable decline in 
ocean freight rates at New York during the 
last few weeks. For some classes of freight 
the rates are now only about scribes 
what they were a year ago. ppers 2

This depression in the shipping trade is due. 
demand and in- 


and oats crop has cut down the foreign 
shipmerits of these products, They have 
advanced constderably in price and Euro- 
peans decline to buy, being of the opinion 
that the advance is unreasonable. There 
is also a falling off in the exports of iron 
and steel products, due mainly to the ex- 
tremely low prices at which the German 
manufacturers are offering their goods. The 
good ocean rates which obtained until re- 
cently have stimulated vessel building, and 
shipping facilities have been increased while 
the volume of freight was decreasing. 

Vessel owners are bidding for cargoes just 
now. Some are unable to get any kind of 
freight. Others are taking coal at extremely 
low rates. One great obstacle in the way of 
the more extensive consumption abroad of 
that American product has been the cost of 
transportation. This decline in freight rates 
may prove of singular benefit to American 
mine owners, enabling them to get a footing 
in markets previously closed to them. 

This marked depression in the shipping in-

THE BOSSES OPPOSE CHANGE. 

The revising of State constitutions seems 
to be the fashion just now. Alabama and 
Virginia have followed closely after Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina, and Louisiana. 
Connecticut has come into line, and in the 
November election the people of Pennsyl- 
vania will vote upon two amendments, the 
purpose of which is to secure honest elec- 
tions in cities, : 
One of these amendments provides for 
personal registration of voters in cities and 
is intended to prevent the abuse of the 
ballot by the registration of mythical voters, | 
which is easy under the existing loose sys- 
tem of registration. The second amendment 
provides for the substitution of some other 
method of voting than the ballot. Under 
the constitution as it stands now no change 
can be made, As apparently there is no 
other method of voting except with the vot- 
ing machines it is taken for granted that 
these machines will be introduced, and al- 
ready protests are made, first, that it is un- 
safe to make such a radical departure from 
old-time methods, and, second, that the use 
of these machines will entail heavy expense 
upon the people. 
While there does not appear to be much 
opposition to the first amendment, the sec- 
ond is opposed by some of the leading papers 
of the State, though perhaps these mechan- 
ical methods of voting will be cheaper in 
the end than the present method, which is 
the voting of human machines, operated by 
the bosses at every election. 

As the political machines will probably 
oppose both amendments their fate is doubt- 


— 


for the appointment of more inspectors at 
the polls, says: “Dighty thousand votes is 
a familiar and conservative estimate of 
the capacity of the machine to falsify in their 
interest elections in Philadelphia.” If that 
be the real capacity of the machine there 
does not seem to be much hope for the amend- 
ments or for an honest election, as the re- 
sult in the cities will decide, the amend- 
ments not applying to the country districts.
